Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Health 
Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1953. 

In  general  a  perusal  of  the  Statistics  shows  that  the  health 
of  the  Borough  was  maintained  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

The  General  Death  Rate — -10.4  per  1,000  population  was 
slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  preceding  year  and  compares 
favourably  with  the  rate  recorded  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  and 
the  160  County  Borough  and  Great  Towns. 

No  Maternal  Deaths  occurred  during  the  year.  This  is  a 
magnificent  tribute  to  the  skill  of  the  Obstetricians  and  midwives 
and  the  care  exercised  by  the  Ante-Natal  Services. 

The  Birth  Rate — -17.5  per  1,000  population  exceeds  the  rate 
for  last  year  by  1.6  and  is  the  highest  birth-rate  recorded  since  1948. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate— 33.3  per  1,000  live  births  is 
higher  than  that  recorded  in  1952.  The  rise  in  this  rate  appears 
to  be  due  to  an  increase  in  the  deaths  of  infants  under  28  days, 
due  to  prematurity,  malformation,  injury  at  birth  and  other 
unavoidable  causes.  The  deaths  of  infants  over  28  days  declined 
and  no  infant  died  as  the  result  of  violence,  overlaying  or  parental 
neglect. 

Measles— 100  cases — showed  a  marked  decline  and  this  was 
the  lowest  figure  recorded  since  1946. 

Scarlet  Fever  also  declined  to  107  cases.  The  majority  of 
these  cases  occurred  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria  was  entirely  absent  from  the  population  and  for 
the  sixth  successive  year  no  child  in  this  Borough  suffered  from 
this  once  dreaded  disease.  Human  memory  unfortunately  is 
notoriously  short  and  with  the  continuing  absence  of  Diphtheria 
there  creeps  in  a  tendency  to  belittle  it  and  its  power  to  strike. 
So  long  as  we  do  not  allow  apathy  to  weaken  our  defensive  measures 
the  disease  will  continue  to  be  absent  from  our  midst.  Our  best 
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defence  lies  in  continuing  to  use  to  the  full  the  immunisation 
service  which  is  free  to  all  who  wish  to  use  it.  Every  infant  should 
be  immunised  before  it  is  one  year  old  and  every  child  entering 
school  should  have  a  re-inforcing  injection.  It  is  an  exceedingly 
dangerous  practice  to  put  off  the  protection  of  any  child  until  it  is 
of  school  age.  These  early  years  are  the  most  susceptible  and 
should  have  the  greatest  degree  of  protection. 

Whooping  Cough — 45  cases — was  less  prevalent  than  in  the 
previous  year.  Like  Diphtheria  this  disease  is  a  fruitful  source 
of  ill-health  and  like  Diphtheria  it  can  be  prevented  by  a  simple 
Immunisation  procedure.  The  success  of  our  campaign  against 
Whooping  Cough  can  be  judged  by  comparing  our  rate  with  the 
rates  for  the  Country  as  a  whole  and  the  County  Boroughs  and 
Great  Towns.  In  Mansfield  the  rate  is  0.87  per  1,000  population 
or  a  quarter  of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  the  County 
Boroughs  and  Great  Towns.  I  am  confident  that  with  the  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  antigens  the  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough  can  be 
reduced  still  further  if  only  parents  would  make  much  greater  use 
of  the  prophylactic  facilities  available  and  see  that  their  children 
are  immunised  at  the  earliest  possible  age. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  ready  co-operation 
of  the  whole  staff  and  in  particular  I  wish  to  thank  for  their  in¬ 
valuable  help  Dr.  1.  Caley  (Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health), 
Mr.  H.  N.  Eardley  (Chief  Sanitary  Inspector),  and  Mr.  E.  V.  Hard¬ 
wick  (Chief  Clerk). 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  every  appreciation  of  the 
continued  help  and  support  which  you  have  yourselves  given 
throughout  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 

(1)  Results  of  Immunisation. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year 
was  625,  of  whom  495  were  under  5  years  of  age,  and  130  were 
aged  5—14.  The  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  79.5  compared  with  80.8  in  1952. 

The  number  of  children  already  immunised  who  were  given 
a  “  boosting  ”  or  reinforcing  dose  during  the  year  was  657.  This 
work  was  done  principally  by  visits  to  the  Infant  Schools  in  the 
Borough. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  for 
their  invaluable  assistance. 

(2)  Policy  and  Propaganda. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
attention  has  been  directed  during  the  year  to  the  following  points  : 

(a)  “  Eight  months  old  is  usually  the  best  time  to  seek  advice." 

This  slogan  has  been  adopted  in  national  publicity  material 
because  it  is  realised  that  a  child  is  definitely  susceptible  to  diph¬ 
theria  by  11  or  12  months  of  age,  so  that  the  aim  should  be  to  have 
the  course  of  injections  completed  before  then  to  ensure  full  pro¬ 
tection. 

(b)  The  advisability  of  giving  a  single  reinforcing  or  “boosting" 
injection  to  those  children  who  were  immunised  a  number  of  years 
ago.  It  is  particularly  desirable  that  such  an  injection  should 
be  given  to  new  school  entrants,  both  because  the  protection  given 
by  the  early  injections  tends  to  wane  gradually  and  cannot  be 
relied  upon  after  about  four  years,  and  also  becuase  there  is  an 
increased  risk  of  exposure  to  infection  when  the  child  begins  to 
attend  school. 
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WHOOPING  COUGH  PROPHYLAXIS. 

The  weekly  clinic  for  inoculation  against  whooping  cough 
started  in  November,  1946.  This  clinic  has  been  carried  on  without 
interruption  throughout  1953,  during  the  year  338  children  have 
been  inoculated  against  this  disease. 


SMALL  POX  PROPHYLAXIS. 

248  Primary  and  57  Re-vaccinations  were  performed  during 
1953,  chiefly  amongst  the  child  population  of  the  Borough. 

CONTROL  OF  INFESTATION. 


(a)  Scabies. 

This  condition  is  practically  non-existent  in  the  town. 

(b)  Vermin. 

This  does  not  present  a  great  problem  in  Mansfield.  Health 
Visitors  and  School  Nurses  keep  a  careful  watch  on  children  and 
where  premises  are  affected  fumigation  is  carried  out. 


EPIDEMICS. 

The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  received 
during  the  year  was  345,  compared  with  845  in  1952. 

Measles.  100  notifications  were  received  during  the  year 
compared  with  596  in  1952.  One  case  was  admitted  to  hospital 
for  treatment.  No  death  occurred  from  this  disease.

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1953. 

During  the  year  929  complaints  relating  to  nuisances  or  housing 
defects  were  received  and  dealt  with,  resulting  in  the  service  of 
1,551  notices  as  compared  with  1,692  in  the  previous  year. 

No  doubt  due  to  the  welcome  national  publicity  given  to 
the  question  of  atmospheric  pollution,  there  was  a  significant 
increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  regarding  the  emission  of 
smoke  from  non-domestic  chimneys.  During  the  year,  131  half- 
hourly  observations  were  made  on  23  factory  chimneys  and  nine 
notifications  of  the  existence  of  smoke  nuisance  were  served ; 
live  of  these  related  to  the  emission  of  black  smoke  in  excess  of 
that  permitted  by  the  Borough  bye-laws  and  the  other  four  con¬ 
cerned  premises  where  the  best  practicable  means  to  prevent 
smoke  nuisances  had  not  been  taken.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Ministrv  of  Fuel  and  Power  a  stoker-demonstrator  visited  three 
premises  during  the  year  and  gave  practical  advice  on  the  efficient 
control  of  the  boiler  installations.  In  all  three  cases  a  great  improve¬ 
ment  followed  these  visits  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
ready,  practical  and  valuable  help  given  by  this  Ministry.  During 
the  year  the  boiler  plant  at  premises  which  had  been  a  persistent 
source  of  nuisance  was  converted  from  manual  to  mechanical 
firing  with  a  marked  reduction  in  smoke  emission  and  a  consequent 
saving  in  fuel  consumption. 

The  inspection  of  food  and  control  of  food  premises  involved 
a  considerable  amount  of  work  during  the  year.  A  total  of  50,852 
animals  were  slaughtered  and  inspected  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  44,618  in  the  previous  year.  Of  the  carcases  inspected  475 
or  .93%  were  wholly  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  food  ;  altogether 
over  93  tons  of  meat  and  offals  were  condemned  by  your  inspectors. 
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Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  all  premises  used  for 
the  manufacture  or  sale  of  food  and  in  general  it  is  found  that 
the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and  the  bye-laws 
are  fully  observed. 

Of  the  total  of  242  samples  of  food  and  drugs  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  for  examination  35  or  14.5%  were  found  to  be 
adulterated  or  below  standard.  Of  the  samples  adversely  reported 
upon  28  or  80%  were  milk  samples. 

The  work  of  the  sanitary  inspectors  during  the  year  is  set 
out  in  statistical  form  in  the  following  pages. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  yourselves 
for  continued  support  and  help,  and  to  Mr.  Spencer  and  the 
additional  sanitary  inspectors  for  their  valuable  assistance.

A  warning- 
letter  was  sent  to  the  shop¬ 
keeper  and  also  to  the 
proprietor  of  the  bakery 
where  the  bread  was  made. 

These  samples  were  taken 
from  a  consignment  of  two 
churns  intercepted  at  the 
place  of  delivery  ;  the 
average  values  of  these 
two  samples  were  milk-fat 
3.13%,  milk  solids  not  fat 
8.3%.  Subsequent  appeal 
-to-cow  samples  gave  an 
average  of  3.46%  milk-fat, 
and  8.19%  solids-not-fat. 
Although  there  appeared 
to  be  some  evidence  of 
extraction  of  milk-fat  from 
the  on-delivery  samples  it 
was  not  considered  to  be 
sufficiently  conclusive  to 
warrant  legal  proceedings. 
A  letter  of  warning  was 
sent  to  the  producer.

This  test  provides  a  reliable  means 
of  detecting  adulterated  milk  supplies  and  enables  your  Department 
to  cover  a  much  wider  held  of  investigation  than  would  be  possible 
by  employing  the  procedure  of  formal  sampling.

N.B. — The  Ministry  of  Health  suggest  that  owing  to  numerous 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to 
pay  too  much  attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given 
sample.  Judgment  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples. 
It  is  suggested  that  over  a  six-monthly  period,  50  per  cent,  of  a 
vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent,  into  Grades 
1  or  2,  not  more  than  20  per  cent  into  Grade  3,  and  none  into 
Grade  4.

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  has  continued  throughout 
the  year.  The  Council  operate  a  free  service  and  employ  a  full¬ 
time  rat-catcher  who  had  pursued  his  work  with  great  enthusiasm 
and  ability.  Owners  and  occupiers  of  infested  premises  have 
co-operated  throughout  the  year,  resulting  in  a  high  percentage 
of  premises  completely  eliminated  of  infestation.
